Jam  Fieldhouse 

Students  from  all  states  in  the 
nation  and  60  foreign  countries 
waved  state  and  national  banners 
and  rocked  the  rafters  with  cheers 
for  home  as  BYU  held  its  tradi- 
tional “Welcome  Back”  assembly 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  Tuesday. 

STUDENTS  NOISY 

Seated  according  to  geographical 
origin,  the  students  became  noisy 
long  before  the  assembly  began, 
and  nearly  filled  the  Fieldhouse 
before  the  9 a.m.  classes  were  dis- 
missed for  the  meeting. 

Only  about  half  of  the  estimated 
studentbody  of  20,000  could  jam 
into  the  big  basketball  arena. 

Sound  was  piped  into  the  west 
annex  of  the  Fieldhouse,  the  Wil- 
kinson Center  and  two  theaters  in 
the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center.  Tele- 
vision projectors  carried  the  pro- 
ceedings on  huge  screens  in  the 
de  Jong  Concert  Hall  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Center,  and  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium.

Highway  Mishap  Claims  Wife  Of  Y Student 


B.Y.U.  students  and  their  relations  con- 
tinue to  become  traffic  statistics. 

The  latest  fatality  is  Susan  Ann  Kitley, 
461  N.  2 E.,  Provo,  wife  of  Trent  Pickett 
Kitley,  BYU  senior. 

Mrs.  Kitley,  on  her  way  to  teach  second 
grade  in  American  Fork,  was  involved  in 
a two  car  collision  at  eight  o’clock,  Monday 
morning.  She  was  the  passenger  of  a car 
driven  by  Caron  Fourtney,  571  W.  4 S., 
Provo. 

Although  there  have  been  no  traffic  fatal- 
ities on  campus,  there  were  a number  of 


deaths  on  the  highways  of  students  bound 
for  BYU,  according  to  the  Student  Person- 
nel Service. 

And  118  traffic  accidents  have  occurred 
between  February  first  and  the  end  of 
summer  school,  according  to  Captain  Swen 
Nielsen  of  security. 

Along  with  the  distress  and  confusion 
caused  by  the  118  traffic  mishaps,  a total 
of  $10,345  in  damages  have  been  reported, 
said  Capt.  Nielsen. 

In  an  attempt  to  curtail  the  mounting  traf- 
fic statistics,  security  has  begun  enforce- 


ment of  speed  laws  by  the  use  of  radar. 
With  the  recent  count  of  18,000  motor  vehi- 
cles crossing  the  campus  in  a one  hour 
period,  security  urges  all  drivers  and  ped- 
estrians to  use  special  precaution. 

Captain  Nielsen  said  his  department 
would  not  use  hidden  traps  to  catch  speed- 
ers but  the  radar  would  be  used  to  time 
offenders. 

Funeral  services  for  Mrs.  Kitley,  who 
had  no  children,  will  be  held  in  Ontario, 
California,  Saturday  morning.  Bishop  Mer- 
rill Bradshaw  said.

I.  Standards  of  Academic  Honor  (infractions  treated  b; 
ASBYU  Honor  Council) . 

Students  in  the  Brigham  Young  University  academic  set 
ting  naturally  are  expected  to  perform  their  own  work  at  a' 
times.  A student  is  required  to  refrain  from  giving  or  re 
ceiving  aid  in  examinations  or  in  the  preparation  of  individ 
ual  work  done  in  or  out  of  the  classroom,  unless  the  instruc 
tor  has  specified  that  such  action  is  permissible.  In  an  aca 
demic  situation  operating  under  the  Honor  Code  at  Brighan 
Young  University,  both  students  and  faculty  have  certai: 
resiionsibilities.  'The  cooperative  action  of  both  faculty  aw 
student  bodv  is  essential  for  the  successful  operation  o: 
the  B.Y.U.  Honor  Code. 


A.  FACULTY  RESPONSIBILITY 


San  Jose  State  football  coach  Harry  Anderson  is  not  one 
to  throw  in  the  towel  in  the  face  of  adversity. 

Coach  Anderson  made  his  debut  last  year  at  the  Spartan 
helm,  and  promptly  suffered  five  straight  defeats  along  -with 
his  inexperienced  giddders,  including  a 34-7  disaster  to  Brig- 
ham Young  at  Provo. 

However,  the  quarteihacking  of  Ken  Berry  and  running 
of  fullback  Chai’lie  Harraway — now  with  the  Cleveland 
Browns — sparked  the  Spartans  to  victories  in  five  of  their 
last  .six  games. 

But  few  gave  the  San  Jose  crew  much  of  a chance  to  im- 
prove on  the  6-5  reed'd  of  1965  when  Beri'j-  and  Harraway, 
who  racked  up  2,441  of  San  Jose’s  2,939  yards,  received 
their  diplomas. 
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TOUGH  SCHEDULE 


1.  The  instructor  should  give  the  students  specific  in 
structions  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester  and  as  neces 
sary  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  semester  as  to  wha 
constitutes  permitted  aid  in  his  particular  class. 

2.  When  a major  examination  is  given,  the  instructs: 
should  remain  in  the  classroom  only  long  enough  to  mak 
necessary  explanations  and  answer  questions.  No  monitor 
or  faculty  representatives  should  be  in  the  classroom  dui 
ing  the  testing  period. 

The  instructor  should  inform  the  students  where  he  o 
an  assistant  will  be  during  the  remainder  of  the  perioi 
(preferably  in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  teat  room)  shoul 
questions  arise,  or  he  should  return  periodically  to  the  class 
room.  Possible  exceptions  to  the  above  exist  when 

a.  Tests  are  of  such  a nature  that  the  presence  of  the  in 
stnictor  is  necessary  for  the  administration  of  the  tea 
(e.g.  oval  examinations,  practical  examinations  in  physic* 
education,  etc.) 

b.  The  instructor’s  office  location  is  not  convenient 
the  classroom  and  no  other  appropriate  arrangements  ca 
be  made. 

3.  When  the  necessity  arises,  students  should  be  permltte 
to  leave  the  classroom  during  the  testing  period.  Examins 
tion  materials  are  not  to  be  taken  from  the  testing  roia* 


4.  It  is  recommended  that  instructors  avoid  the  repetitio 
of  test  materials  over  short  intervals  such  as  successlv 


semesters. 

5.  If  an  instructor  has  evidence  of  a violation  of  the  B.Ytt 
Honor  Code,  he  should  take  one  of  the  following  coui'M 
of  action. 

a.  Personally  work  with  the  student  in  an  effort  to  bail 
character  and  to  prevent  future  occun-ences  of  the  problen 

b.  Refer  the  violation  to  the  student  Honor  Council  f 
that  council  members  may  work  with  the  student. 

c.  Work  jointly  with  the  Honor  Council  in  correcting 'tti 
situation. 

6.  When  an  infraction  of  academic  standai'ds  has  occurrec 
the  gi'ade  a student  will  receive  in  his  class  or  on  a particul® 
test  or  assignment  is  a matter  to  be  determined  by  the  h 
structor  of  that  class.  (The  instructor  may  with  hold  cred 
for  the  class.) 


B.  STUDENT  RESPONSIBILITY 


Tile  Spartan  head  man  welcomed  back  a football  squad 
this  fall  consisting  of  no  lettermen  at  fullback  and  only  one 
at  defensive  halfback. 

Bill  Casey,  the  man  who  was  to  replace  Berry  at  quarter- 
back, dislocated  an  ankle  early  in  practice  this  fall,  and  is 
out  for  the  season.  Injuries  also  sidelined  tackle  Martin  Bac- 
caglio  and  end  Bill  Vasquez  for  several  weeks. 

How  has  all  this  affected  Coach  Anderson? — The  man 
thinks  his  boys  can  better  last  year’s  record. 


“We’ve  got  a tough  schedule,  there’s  no  doubt,”  Ander- 
son admits.  “But  we  expect  to  be  tough.” 

And  tough  is  what  the  Spartans  were  against  the  highly 
regarded  Indians  of  Stanford  last  Saturday,  in  which  the 
Spartans  led  most  of  the  game  before  a late-game  I'ally 
gave  Stanford  the  win,  25-21.

If  the  violator  will  not  do  so,  ® 
student  obsei-ving  the  violator  should  report  to  the  instru 
tor. 

b.  In  the  event  of  hesitation  or  difficulty  in  proeeedii 
as  described  above,  the  student  Honor  Council  is  to  be  eo 
tacted  for  assistance  in  the  resolution  of  the  matter. 

c.  Report  the  violation  directly  to  the  instructor  verbal 
01'  in  writing. 

3.  Students  are  expected  to  take  the  regularly  scheduh 
tests  or  make  prior  arrangements  with  the  teacher.

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City  Bosses  Oppose 
Unionization  Of  Police 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  UPI-The 
Salt  Lake  City  Commission  failed 
to  act  yesterday  on  an  organized 
labor  resolution  asking  that  the 
commission  rescind  its  earlier  posi- 
tion of  opposition  to  unionization  of 
ti  the  police  department. 

! The  resolution,  signed  “Organi- 
zed Labor  in  the  State  of  Utah,” 
contended  “the  right  of  city  em- 
ployees to  join  a union  has  been 
challenged  by  members  of  the  City 
iCommission 

The  resolution  also  contended 
! that  Major  J.  Bracken  Lee  had 
;|cast  aspersions  on  labor,  imply- 
I’ing  in  statements  quoted  by  the 
I news  media  that  unions  are  infilt- 
rated by  persons  with  criminal 
backgrounds. 

I Lee  admitted  the  statements  but 
■ said  if  taken  in  the  context  of  act- 
j ual  conversation,  they  had  not  im- 
plied the  existence  of  any  criminal 
element  in  Utah  union  organiza- 
i tions. 

RIGHT  TO  JOIN 

The  resolution  was  presented  to 
the  commission  by  C.  E.  Berger, 
president  of  the  Utah  AFL-CIO, 
hand  leaders  of  11  other  state  union 
norganizations. 
tsfc  ”■  Berger  said  every  city  employee 
fiwhether  “a  member  of  the  police 
ledepartment  or  the  garbage  depart- 
toiiiinent”  has  the  right  as  a free  Am- 
g i'Crican  citizen  to  join  the  union  of 
ibis  choice. 

j Lee  countered  that  unions  are  the 
jjlfcongest  political  power  in  the 
(state.  He  said  “I  don’t  want  poli- 


tics in  the  police  department.  I 
don’t  want  policemen  in  the  civil 
service  making  campaign  contri- 
butions through  the  unions.” 

QUESTION  OF  MOTIVE 
Commissioner  Conrad  B.  Harri- 
son explained  that  the  commis- 
sion’s action  late  last  month  was 
not  designed  to  prohibit  the  forma- 
tion of  a policeman’s  union  nor 
was  it  meant  as  a sign  of  the  com- 
mission’s opposition  to  organized 
labor. 

He  said  the  commission’s  resolu- 
tion was  meant  only  to  put  the 
commission  on  record  as  feeling 
unionization  of  the  department  was 
not  in  the  best  interest  of  Salt 
Lake  City. 

“I’m  on  the  side  of  what  I think 
is  honestly  hight  and  when  the 
union  is  right  I’ll  support  it.” 


Ford  Announces 
1967  Car  Prices 

DETROIT,  UPI— Ford  Motor  Co. 
boosted  prices  on  1967  model  cars 
Tuesday  with  increases  ranging 
up  to  $348  per  vehicle  above  1966 
models. 

There  were  a few  price  cuts  of 
just  a few  dollars.  But  most  models 
showed  price  tags  $60  to  $160  more 
than  the  base  price  of  1966  models. 

Ford  said  the  prices  averaged 
only  $25  per  car  more  than  compar- 
ably equipped  1966  models.  But 
addition  of  new  equipment  ranging 
from  safety  items  to  automatic 
transmissions,  both  previously  opti- 
onal, increased  the  prices  much 
further. 

Ford  was  the  first  car  maker 
to  announce  its  1967  prices.

What  happens  to  a man  who 
must  choose  between  either  his 
intelligence  or  his  conscience?

Most  modern  playwrights  have 
a pretty  low  opinion  of  modern 
man,  who  appears  all  too  often 
on  the  stage  as  a futile,  lost  soul.

Mrs.  Wood’s  curiosity  caused  her  to  look  for  other 
exceptional  readers,  and  over  the  next  few  years, 
she  found  50  people  who  could  read  faster  than 
1,500  words  a minute,  with  fine  comprehension, 
outstanding  recall,  and  great  reading  satisfaction. 
She  was  now  sure  it  was  possible  to  read  faster 
than  anyone  had  thought,  but  the  question  of  how 
was  not  yet  answered.  It  took  8 years  of  toil  and 
research,  working  with  “natural”  fast  readers 
before  she  developed  a technique  whereby  av»rage 
students  learn  to  read  3 to  10  times  faster. 


The  first  Reading  Dynamics  Institute  was  opened 
in  Washington,  D.C.  in  September,  1959.  Since 
that  time  institutes  have  been  opened  in  61  cities 
throughout  the  country,  and  national  enrollment 
for  the  course  now  tops  150,000. 

Comprehension  is  stressed. 

At  a recent  teacher  training  conference  Mrs.  Wood 
emphasized  that  dynamic  reading  is  nothing  like 
the  skimming  techniques  commonly  used  in  speed 
reading  courses.

Mrs.  Wood  emphasized  that 
using  her  technique  of  rapid  reading,  every  word 
on  the  page  is  noted.
